Pearl & Co., stock b ro k e rs a t 27 
William street, recently ne goti ate d a 
one-day loan nor $300,000 with this 
institution. 
On W ed n esd ay a check 
for the am o u n t of the loan, plus $37.50 
for the one d a y ’s intere st , was pre­ 
sented at this b a n k by a s t r a n g e r who 
received

secu rity 
dep osi ted

Pearl & Co,, for t-.etr loan.
